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Resolved: “That Lady Macbeth Was 

More Guilty Than Her Husband.” 


(The two following arguments were se¬ 
lected from the Senior English Class.) Ed. 


In considering whether or not Lady Mac¬ 
beth was more guilty than her husband we 
must weigh everything from a moral stand¬ 
point and not from any legal position. 

To prove her more guilty we must show 
that she was more responsible for King Dun¬ 
can’s death than Macbeth. We will proceed 
to show that she overpowered Macbeth’s 
weaker will and was therefore to blame for 
the king’s end. 

Macbeth, returning from the war, before he 
reached home, sent a letter to his wife, and 
she was thus informed of the witch’s prophe¬ 
cies. She immediately conceived , murder. 
She says of Macbeth: “Thy nature is too full 
of the milk of human kindness to consider the 
nearest way.” 

“Nearest way” could mean nothing but 
murder. 

Again her estimate of his character, “What 
thou wouldst highly thou wouldst holily 
proves that she considers him far above such 
a course, and a noble, pureminded man. This 
estimate of Macbeth’s moral nature may be 
taken as a lust one. for who knows the char¬ 
acter of a man better than his wife and can 
form a better judgment? How then, can it be 
urged that from start to finish Macbeth was a 
low villian? 

Next note the preparations the wife makes 
for her husband’s coming. Knowing the no¬ 


bility of his character she perceives that in 
order to have her plans brought to a success¬ 
ful culmination she must undermine his will 
power. “Hie thee hither that I may chastise 
with the valour of my tongue all that impedes 
thee from the golden round.” 

A messenger announces the coming of Dun¬ 
can and Macbeth. We then get a glimpse of 
her feelings. toward her king. “The raven 
himself is hoarse that croaks the fatal entrance 
of Duncan under my battlements. Come, you 
spirits, and fill me, from the crown to the toe, 
top-full of direst cruelty ! Make thick my 
blood, stop up the access and passage to re¬ 
morse ! Come, thick night and pall thee in 
the smoke of hell that my keen knife see not 
the wound it makes, nor heaven peep through 
the blanket of the dark to cry “Hold, hold !” 
Could anyone be more murderous? 

Macbeth arrives and announces that the 
king leaves on the following day. Says Lady 
Macbeth: “Oh never shall sun that morrow 
see !” She then makes the proposition to 
murder the king, but Macbeth staunchly re¬ 
plies : He’s here in double trust: First, as I am 
his kinsman and his subject; then, as his host, 
who should against his murderers shut the 
door, not bear the knife myself. Besides this 
Duncan hath borne his faculties so meek, hath 
been so clear in his great office. We will pro¬ 
ceed no further in this business: He hath hon¬ 
ored me of late, and I have bought golden opin¬ 
ions of all sorts of people.” Proving that 
Macbeth had only good intentions toward his 
liege and kinsman. 
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There Lady Macbeth plays her master card. 
She goes into a fearful rage, taunts him with 
cowardice, and accuses him of failing in his 
love for her and her children. Says she: 
“Wouldst thou live a coward letting I dare not, 
etc,, stand between thee and thy ambition? “I 
have given suck and know how tender ’tis love 
the babe that milks me;. I would, while it were 
smiling in my face, have dashed its brains out 
had I so sworn as you have done in this.” She 
says further, only as you act in this matter as 
meets my pleasure, “such I account my love.” 

Macbeth, unable to endure such goading 
from the wife he loved, surrendered to her 
against his will. 

Was he more guilty than she when she de- 
liberatly premediated his downfall, and ac- 
complished it by playing on his affection for 
her and her children? And this was no ordi¬ 
nary pressure either. Lady Mabeth being a 
refined lady, commanded a much larger meas¬ 
ure of respect and influence from her husband 
than if she had been a rough, coarse woman. 

Lady Macbeth then outlined the plot; how 
they should drug the servants, kill the king, 
place the weapons near the servants, and when 
the act is discovered, to accuse and kill the 
servants, thus destroying their testimony. 

When the time for the murder arrived, Lady 
Macbeth said: “I laid their daggers ready; 
had he not resembled my father as he slept, I 
had done it.” Thus only the venerable locks 
of the old king saved him from this wicked 
woman's thrust. 

Thus, we see, that although Macbeth actual¬ 
ly struck the blow, he did so only after his 
moral nature had been cowed by her indomi¬ 
table will. It may be urged that because Mac- 
beth actually did the act, that he is more guilty 
than she, but any moral tribunal considers not 
alone the doing of the act but the cause.

Resolved That Macbeth Was More Guilty 
Than Lady Macbeth 

Macbeth was more guilty than his wife, 
first, because the idea of making himself king 
by Duncan’s death originated in his mind, 
which is proved by his soliloquys on the 
witch’s prophecy and by his own words, 
“Stars hide your fires; let not light see my 
black and deep desires.” The idea that he 
was to make himself king was conveyed to 
Lady Macbeth by his letter to her. We can 
see that she conceives the idea from his letter 
by her words, “Thy letters have transported 
me beyond this ignorant present.” 

Secondly, he was more guilty because he de¬ 
sired the death of Duncan, that he might profit 
by it. When he was guilty of that desire he 
was guilty of a sin that was almost equal to 
the crime itself. It is true that Lady Macbeth 
urged him on to kill Duncan but it is very 
probable that if she had not nerved him to the 
act he would have hired someone else to com¬ 
mit the murder for him, while he would have 
gladly accepted the gain, as he did in the case 
of the murder of Banquo. We can see that 
the only scruples which he had in the case of 
the murder of Duncan was his cowardly fear 
that he should be discovered. This is proven 
by his question: “If we should fail?” Which 
he asks of his wife. * When she succeeds in 
dispelling his fear of discovery he states that 
his mind is settled, he will commit the act. 

We find another proof of his greater guilt 
in comparing the motives of the two. We find 
that the motives of Macbeth are purely those 
of selfish, ambitious gain. He would win for 
himself what he would cause others to lose, 
while the motives of Lady Macbeth are those 
of a loyal wife, sacrificing her own woman¬ 
hood to gain for her husband what he desires. 

The greatest reason of all why Macbeth is 
more guilty than his wife is the fact that he 
and not Lady Macbeth committed the crime. 
No person can be responsible for the actions 
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and sins of another. No person who has 
sinned can justly transfer the responsibility 
of his sin to another any more than he can 
transfer the punishment that follows his sin. 

Everyone must meet with temptation and 
the truly noble character, the character of 


which we can justly say “not guilty” is the 
character which is strong enough to resist all 
temptation, the character in which the right 
will triumph over the wrong. Such a char¬ 
acter was not possessed by Macbeth.

The True Athlete; His Self Control. 


An athlete may well be ranked among 
artists. Athletics were studied in Greece as a 
branch of art. and in no country has man been 
so nearly a model of physical beauty and per¬ 
fection. Bodily strength and activity were so 
honored by the Greeks that the athlete held a 
position in society totally different from that 
of the pugilist of modern times. When he pro¬ 
posed to enter the lists at the Olympic or other 
public games, he was examined with regard 
to his birth, social position, and moral charac¬ 
ter. A herald then stepped forth and called 
upon any who knew aught disgraceful to the 
candidate. 

Even men of genius contended for the palm 
of athletic exercises. Chrysippins and 
Cleaiithes, the famous philosopers were vic¬ 
torious athletes. 1. he profound and elocjuent 
Plato appeared among the wrestlers in the 
Isthmian games at Corinth, and also at the 
Pythian games at Secyon. I he deep thinker 
Pythagoras is said to have gained a prize at 
Elis, and gave instruction for athletic training. 

So great was the honor of an Olympian 
victor, that his native city was regarded as 
enobled by his success, and himself regarded 
sacred. 

He entered the city through a special breach 
made in the walls; he was supported at public 
expense; and when he died was honored with 
a public funeral. Some of the victors were 
honored with statues, to which even during 


their life time homage was paid by command 
of an oracle. 

Ambition and will power are close allies. 
The ambitious man usually possesses an un- 
bendable will. In his ambition to reach his 
goal he knows no obstacle . In his ambition 
to compete with one of greater fame, in order 
to adorn himself with his laurels, and in his 
strenuous endeavor through his feats of physi¬ 
cal strength to condemn to oblivion, those of 
the vanquished one, and thus stand without 
rivals, he, the athlete, is capable of enduring 
the greatest privations and making the great¬ 
est sacrifices. He gains an indescribable con¬ 
trol over himself before conquering others, for 
who ever aspires to conquer others must needs 
first conquer himself and he who does that, 
deserves to be crowned with laurels of victory 
and called hero. And is there indeed, anyone 
greater than the hero who subdues his own 
passions, and brings his body into subjection 
to his will? 

But let ns not confound the slugger, pug, or 
pugilist, who in a brutal manner fights for 
money, with the athlete whose aspiration is 
fame, and who, in time of need, uses his 
strength wisely for the protection of the feeble 
and wronged; who where his country is in 
danger, will, regardless of peril, be foremost 
to raise his hand in its defense. 

With the pugilist of the present day we may 
compare the gladiators of ancient days, who

were slaves brought up and used to amuse the 
public. 

The greater the hero the less selfish is he, 
for his aim is ever urging him forward, and is 
always mindful of the fact, that should he but 
once become the victim of his passions he 
would lose prestige in his own eyes and thus 
never accomplish the task of making others 
applaud him. He therefore fortifies himself 
against all temptations, and one who can 
withstand temptation belongs to the goodly 
number of moral heroes. 

Emerson says of heroism: “It persists; it is 
an undaunted boldness and a fortitude not to 
be wearied out.” The temptation of the hero 
proceeds from the same wish to do no dis¬ 
honor to the worthiness he has. 

The most precious possession of the athlete 
is his health. Knowing that power and 
strength would be impossible without perfect 
health, the athlete keeps the strictest vigil 
over this most valuable of all treasures. 

There is a great moral lesson in the diet of 
the athlete. Just as one should be cautious 
and weigh and consider his words before 
speaking, for a single word may bring lifelong 
happiness or sorrow, so the athlete first in- 
vestigates and analyzes the food of which he 
partakes, being aware that a single meal 
of improper food might be the cause of his 
defeat. With him eating is only one of the 
essentials for the building up of a perfect 
body, which harbors a strong, healthy mind. 


It is incumbent upon parents to teach 
children self-control from earliest youth, and 
impress on their minds that who has cause to 
be proud of great accomplishments is unmis¬ 
takably the possessor of self-control and will¬ 
power. 

Physical culture should be obligatory in all 
educational institutions, as also in every re¬ 
formatory, house of correction and insane 
asylum. Self-control and perfect physical 
health go hand in hand. 

The true athlete is a benefactor to mankind. 
His temperate life is full of moral lessons, 
which should be looked upon as examples to 
emulate in order to become and remain physi¬ 
cally strong to combine purity of thought with 
cleanliness of body, and thus a blessing to the 
world at large.—R. W.

The regular meeting of the H. H. S. Senate 
was called to order by the speaker, Mr. Welch, 
at 3 o’clock, March 3, 1906. 

The minutes of the previous session were 
read and approved. After the adoption of the 
minutes Bill No. 4, a bill proposing to have an 
educational restriction placed on voters, was 
advanced to the second reading. 

A motion was made to have bill No. 4 placed 
on the table until after the consideration of 
Bill No. 3, a bill proposing the disfranchise¬ 
ment of the negroes, which had been made 
special business from the previous session of 
H. H. S. Congress. On motion the bill was 
advanced to a third reading. 

The bill was debated on immediately after 
a motion was made and seconded to accept it. 

The Senate resolved itself into a committee 
of the whole. Mr. Wisecarver, Senator from 
Ohio, acted as chairman. 

The debate was led by Miss Inez Whitney, 
Senator from Illinois. Those upholding the 
affirmation were Miss Adams of Wash., Mr. 
Welch of Georgia. The speakers in opposi¬ 
tion to the bill were. Moore of Colorado, 
Mathorn of California, Hall of Minnesota, 
Percy Wisecarver of Massachusetts. 

The committee adjourned at 3:40 without 
further discussion of the bill, to meet Friday, 
Mar. 16, 1906. 

Session of March 16, 1906. 

The regular session of the Senate was called 
to order by speaker, Mr. Welch, Friday after¬ 
noon at 3 o’clock. 

The minutes of the previous meeting were 
read and approved. Immediately after the 
reading of the minutes, Mr. Wisecarver, Sena¬ 
tor from Ohio, presented the following Resolu¬ 
tions :
